IN HOTEL RENTALS 


Morris Steinbaum, former owner 
of the Laclede Hotel, paid the Fed- 
eral Government $12,000 today in 
settlement of a $36,000 treble-dam- 
age suit for rental overcharges. 
His attorney, Joseph Boxerman, 
told United States District Judge 
Roy W. Harper the overcharges 
were “not intentional but due to 
bad bookkeeping.” 

This was the latest in a series of 
cases involving hotels formerly 
owned by Steinbaum. In 1945, 
Steinbaum was fined $400 and sen- 
tenced‘to serve 30 days in jail on 
a whisky black market charge, 
and his bar manager at the Kings- 
Way Hotel was fined $1000.

Dr. Helpern's talk dealt with | 
2030 cases of sudden death in the _ 
borough of Manhattan, between 
Jan. 1, 1937 and June 30, 1943. |

Seventy-three years ago, Fred- 


erick William Weinheinier left his 
home in Highland, Ill. 30 miles} } 


east of St. Louis, to attend school 
in Switzerland. He never returned 
to Highland, except for an occa- 
sional brief visit, but in all the 
years and while accumulating 
more than $1,000,000 in the tobacco 
business and from stock and bond 


investments, he never forgot his 
birthplace. 

When his will was filed yester- 
day in Probate Court here, it was 
disclosed that Weinheimer left a 
large part of his fortune to the 
city of Highland, a community of 
4000 persons, and the bulk of the 
remainder to various St. Louis 
charities. 

A bachelor, he lived in a neat 
but unpretentious two-story brick 
residence at 2849 Henrietta street 
on the South Side. A secretary, a 
chauffeur and a maid looked after 
his needs. 

The city of Highland will re- 
celve from his eatate $160,000 for 
construction of a community cen- 
ter and $40,000 more to equip the 
center, The gift was made condi- 
tional on the city obtaining a site 
and raising $50,000 for the center 
within six years. 

Tentative Site Chosen. 

A tentative site already has been 
chosen for the community center, 
Mayor Charles J. Haldi told the 
Post-Dispatch today. “The Turn- 
verein dissolved not long ago and 
gave its site to the city,” he re- 
lated. ‘We'll have to raze their 
building and then we'll have two 
lots on which to build the center, 
or-we may pick a bigger site. The 
Turnverein site is right in the 
center of town.” 

Highland will have no difficulty 
raising $50,000, the Mayor assert- 
ed cofidently. “We've necded a 
big building for a long time, espe- 
cially a dining room. Whenever 


churches have been feeding them. 
Now we'll have a place for that 
purpose.” 

Although Weinheimer had not 
visited the town for many years, 
the Mayor continued, “We knew 
he had a soft spot for Highland 
and he had told his friends he 
was going to leave something for 
the city.” 

Other Bequests Made. 

Besides the bequest for the com- 
munity center, Weinheimer named 
the Home for the Aged in High- 
land as one of eight charities and 
educational institutions which 
will share four fifths of the resi- 
dué of his estate, after specific 
bequests of about $350,000. 

One fifth of the residue of the 
estate was left to St. Louis Union 
Trust Co. as trustee for the St. 
Louis Community Trust, consist- 
ing of various St. Louis charities. 
The institutions to share in four 
fifths of the residue, besides the 
Highland Home for the Aged, 


are: 
Shriners’ Hospital for Crippled 
Children, Washington University 
(for a business school scholarship 
fund), Masonic Home of Missouri,

Jumps 3 Floors in Fire. 

Soon after he began working 
here, a fire broke out in the flour 
mill and Weinheimer was forced 
to jump from the fourth floor. He 
suffered injuries to his spine and 
ankles. After he recovered, he 
became a traveling salesman of 
cigar boxes. | 

en he formed a partnership 
with the late Fred Opp in the 
bulk pipe tobacco business. He 
made his fortune in the firm of 
Weinheimer and Opp, his secre- 
tary related, and, after the part- 
nership was dissolved in 1908, he 
doubled his fortune in stocks and 
bonds. 

In retirement for almost 40 
years, ne spent his time mostly 
in travel and deep-sea fishing. He 
was active in Masonic organiza- 
tions. 

As he grew older, he became 
more withdrawn and spent more 
time at home, To his servants, 
and Charles J. Toohey, his chauf- 
fer and handyman, and Mrs. Too- 
hey, his maid, who were in his 
employ 21 years, he left a total of 
about $8625. 

He died of pneumonia at 8&7 in 
Gulfport, Fla., Jan. 8. Since last 
August he had been under the 
guardianship of a nephew, Willard

FTER Stalin and his Russian and Polish agents stole the 


Polish election of January, 1947, the Americans and British pro- | Si 
tested as Stalin had predicted. And, as he demanded, those | 4° % 
protests were ignored. At first the Polish Peasant party, which had 
been given 27 of the new Parliament's 444 seats—though in reality 
we had gained 74 per cent of votes—agreed to boycott the first session, 
but then I realized that Parliament afforded us our only opportunity |: 
to speak our minds and that perhaps some of our protests and senti- 
ments might reach the outside world. 


A 


My first setback in the new 
Parliament was the defeat of my 
motion that the election of the 
Speaker be secret. 

Then I rose to protest the word- 
ing of the oath which the new 
President would take. It made no 
mention of God. 

The meeting was recessed for a 
short time for a star-chamber ses- 
tion in which we were not invited. 
When it reopened, it was an- 
nounced that the words “So help 
me God” had been added to the 
oath. God's aid was now being 
invoked, not for a free Poland, but 
for Communist rule of Poland. 


Reds Move Swiftly. 


The Reds moved swiftly to bind 
Poland. They adopted a “Little 
Constitution” which set up a 
“Council of State” that would have 
full power when Parliament was 
not-im session. It was composed 
of Bierut, Roman Zambrowski, 
Stanislaw Szwalbe, Waclaw Bar- 
cikowski‘ and Wladyslaw Kowal- 
ski. The first two were trained 
in Rugsia and were Russian citi- 
zens. 

Above that group was formed a 
“shadow government” which stil 
has no name. It is headed by 
Russian Gen. Malinov, Josef Cy- 
rankiewicz, Jacob Berman, Zam- 
browski, Wladyslaw Gomulka, Hi- 
lary Minc and, in last place, Rierut 
the President. 

On top of that rested, and still 
rests, the Polish Politburv. com- 
posed of Berman, Zambrowski, 
Gomulka, Bierut, Minc, Stanislaw 
Radkiewicz and a Communist 
named Ochab. 

Mince, as minister of industry 
and trade, now became master of 
the right of the average Pole to 
exist. He was given that power 
by a series of bills which create 
special “Social Commissions.” 

The system of taxation became 
so flexible that a man’s busitiess 
or property could be appropriated 
by the state for “failure to pay 
taxes” even though he produced 
books and records to show he was 

correct in his payment. 
Private Industry Killed. 

As producer and distributor of 
state-produced goods, Minc ex- 
terminated private industry by 
causing private producers to op- 
erate only on permit, and by sell- 
ing state-produced goods to state- 
owned stores and industry at a 
«much lower cost than to private 
business and co-operatives. 

Then Minc put through “Black 
Market” legislation which enabled 
him to close down any émall] oper- 
ator, send him to a forced labor 
camp for two years without a trial, 
and either turn the business over 
to the state or to a relative or 
friend. 

Polish farmers who wished to 
purchase coal, clothes, fertilizer 
and other needs of life had to pay 
in grain. Many were driven out 
of business because they could no 
longer feed their stocks, and their 
farms became state-owned, A 
farmer who operated an efficient 
farm, and so was independent, was 
subjected to special faxation to 
break him. 

Workers, who once were incited 
to strike against their employers, 
now learned that a striker was a 
“saboteur of the ste” and would 
be punished by ten years of hard 
labor. The worker became unable 
to change jobs, and, his income 
was arbitrarily set in accordance 
to his worth to the state. A coal 
miner, for instance, is able to 
make 22,000 zlotys a month, which 
still is not enough, but textile 
workers get only 5000 and teach- 
ers only 3000. A meal in a Polish 
restaurant today costs 1000 zlotys. 
A person who quits work in dis- 
gust is deprived of his house, or 
room, and his ration card. 


Housing a State Matter. 

Housing became a state matter, 
with chief preference thereafter 
assigned to state buildings, pris- 
ons, state-owned industrial plants 
and public housing, in the order 
named, Utter strangers were 
forced upon houscholders. A spy 
was placed in nearly every house 
to report conversations. 

The State Council removed the 
independence from universities in- 
cluding that of the 600-year-old 
University of Krakow. To be- 
come a college student in Poland 
today a youth must first pass two 
examinations on his knowledge of 
the current reo al denounce 
me, and join a Communist youth 
group before he'is assigned living 
space and a ration card. 

Polish school books were de- 
stroyed. In their place new ones 
issued. Polish history books now 
begin with Peter the Great. Inde- 
pendent boys clubs, such as the 
old Socialist Tur, the Peasant 
Party's Wici and the Boy Scouts, 
have been ‘“democratized” and 
put under the control of the 
Communist Youth movement. 

Polish youths from 16-to-18 are 
now compelled to join “Agricul- 
tural and Military Youth Organi- 
gations.” The training is mainly 
political. 

The Polish Army numbers 150,- 
000 men. At first, 10,000 of its 
officers were Red Army men, 
This has been reduced to .

When it adjourned, the 
Assembly had not only gained new 
authority, notwithstanding the at- 
tempt of the Soviet Union to rele- 
gate it to a role of utter futility, 
but it had demonstrated its power 
as an effective agency of all of the 
United Nations and as the voice of 
all free peoples, The credit for an 
achievement that may well help to 
insure the ultimate success of the 
United Nations must in great part 
be given to Dr, Aranha.

Present achievement in the 
American Zone ranges from 36 
per cent of this level in Wuert- 
temberg-Baden to 56 per cent in 
Bavaria.

Experts 
do not believe that Germany will 
be self-supporting before 1952. 
Anyway, that year now is the 
target. 

A visit to the export show in 
Munich’s Haus der Kunst or the 
one which covers five floors of 
one of the largest downtown 
buildings in Wiesbaden can create 
a false impression. On display are 
automobiles, machines, plexiglass, 
pharmaceuticals, silverware, leath- 
er goods, textiles, ceramics, wines 
and many other products. 

Because one has been announced 
as a V.I.P.—“very important per- 
son”—a bottle of German cham- 
pagne is opened. The stuff is no 
better than it ever was. Over it, 
one is told of heat pads sold to 
Finland, pencils to Egypt, motor- 
cycles to Iran, toys to Peru, flat- 
irons to India, busses to Yugo- 
slavia, chinaware to Turkey, and 
drawing sets to Australia. 

The quantities, however, turn 
out to be disappointingly small. 
Thus on about $45,000,000 worth of 
contracts, only $8,000,000 worth of 
merchandise has been shipped. 
And the year’s goal had been set 
at $250,000,000! 

Styling and Shortages. 


One apparent difficulty is styl- 
ing. German business has been 
shut off from the rest of the world 
for a long time, and some of the 
items it is offering simply are not 
acceptable. This, however, should 
be corrected easily 
that some ermans have been 
granted permission to visit the 
United States and other countries 
to make commercial contacts, It

New Tidelands Raid 


The forces of exploitation are girding again 
for a renewed attack on the public oil domain. 
Nineteen Senators have reintroduced a bill to 
quitclaim Federal rights in the oil-rich tidelands. 
President Truman’s position in this fight is of 
crucial importance, for it Was only his veto that 
balked a similar legislative raid in 19468 

The President's stand has been brought into 
question by Senator Connally, who said he “got 
comfort” when he called on the Chief. Executive 
to seek support for the quitclaim bill. The Ad- 
ministration’s position will be clarified by a com- 
prehensive tidelands bill which it plans to sub- 
mit to Congress in mid-February. 

Meanwhile, however, Senator Connally’s 
rather broad suggestion that the President is 
weakening can only strengthen the tidelands oil 
grabbers’ hand in Congress unless Mr. Truman 
supplants the Texas Senator's. mischievously 
ambiguous report with a clear statement of 
where he stands. 

It would be difficult to conceive of Mr. Tru- 
man as standing anywhere except where he has 
always stood on the tidelands, for the issue that 
is at stake is quite clear. 

It is whether the Federal Government or the 
state governments shall have paramount right to 
the tidelands oil reserves which are necessary 
for the security of the country in event of war. 

Since the state governments have neither the 
responsibility nor the means for defending the 
country against attack from without, and the 
Federal Government has both, the answer seems 
pretty obvious, 

The attack on this part of the public domain 
is carried on under the idealistic banner of 
states’ rights, but its motive is greed. It was 
California oll companies which arranged and fi- 
nanced the lobbying year before last for a bill 
which would have renounced federal rights to 
California tidelands oil. 

These companies were profiting from the 
oil reserves, which they were exploiting under 
state leases. Spearheading their lobby in Wash- 
ington. was the egregious Edwin W. Pauley, 


whose latest activities have been speculating in - 


grain while occupying a position in the inner 
circle of the Administration. 

The then Secretary of the Interior Ickes 
charged Pauley with offering to raise $300,000 
from California oil men for the Democratic 
party if Ickes would call off a suit, pending in 
the Supreme Court, asserting Federal right to 
California tidelands oil. Eventually Mr. Ickes 
quit the Cabinet because this incident had con- 
vinced him Mr, Pauley was unfit fo? the Navy 
Under Secretaryship to which the President had 
nominated him. 

Since then, the United States Supreme Court 
has decided that the Federal Government pos- 
sesses paramount rights in the California tide- 
lands. But the oil grabbers are unwilling to ac- 
cept the verdict. They have deluded others into 
falling in with them, and believe they can con- 
fuse enough Congressmen with the states’ rights 
false-front to get a bill enacted. 

It should not be too much to e that some 
of the members who voted for the quitclaim bill 
two years ago have learned more about it in the 
meantime. A forthright statement by the Presi- 
dent to them would be an encouragement in 
that direction. 
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Why Rows Are Killed at Boonville 


“All the amusement we have is to kill one 
another,” 

Although no one of the boys has ever been 
quoted as saying just this, such a remark would 
describe to a shocking extent the state of affairs 
at the Missouri State Training School for Boys 
at Boorville, 

That they do kill one another is a matter of 
tragic record, The Legislature now is confront- 
ed with the news of the second strangulation 
within a few months. 

That they have virtually no vocational equip- 
ment and inadequate reactional facilities has also 
been told to the public and to the Legislature 
time and again. It was told in St. Louis only a 
month ago by Louis J, Sharp, director of the 
Missouri training schools, at the meeting of the 
Missouri Welfare League. There was under- 
standing and sympathy for these wayward boys 
im Mr, Sharp's voice as he told how wearing the 
same drab clothes day after day, they must now 
spend most of their time in idleness. 

Boys can be treated this way only at peril and 
Missouri runs the risk and takes the conse- 
quences—in the strangulation of — boys 
by other teen-age boys. 

The situation is not in the least hopeless. 
What it requires is real interest on the part of 
the Legislature. This means interest enough to 
provide occupational and recreational equipment 
and programs, counselors to work with the boys 
and their families, a genuine educational system, 
required to come up to state standards, suitable 
surroundings, including housing which provides

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Fair Trade al Whom? 


The “fair trade” lobby is‘ making its annual 
bid to hoist consumer prices in Missouri. 
House, as usual, succumbed early, but the Senate 
again shows signs of healthy Missouri skepticism. 
Considering the nature and history of this at- 
tempt, skepticism is a very tolerant. attitude. 

“Fair trade” law permits manufacturers to fix 
minimum retail prices on their trademarked 
goods. Sometimes merchants have got together 
and told manufacturers what prices they must 
name. As soon as one merchant agrees to follow 
the specified price, any merchant in the state 
who sells below it can be prosecuted and fined, 

This is tyranny by retailers over their fellows, 
tyranny by a retailer minority over the con- 
sumer majority. This is murder of price compe- 
tition, a desert blight on a large area of free 
enterprise. 

The proponents contend that price-fixing will 
not raise prices. It has no purpose but to raise 
prices. Every complaint they brought in the 
Senate hearing was of someone selling cheaper 
than they wanted to sell. “Fair trade” has 
boosted prices in other states, as repeated stud- 
ies have shown. 

There was poor enough excuse for the “fair 
trade” scheme in the depression, when it had its 
major growth, There is no excuse today, when 
prices are already dangerously high. There is 
every reason, rather, to repeal the Miller- 
Tydings Act under which the scheme was made 
immune from the federal anti-trust laws. While 
Missouri retailers ,are trying to install “fair 


trade,” there are growing campaigns in other 


states to get rid of it. 
The proponents plead that some dealers sell 


The — 


below cost, or on less than the customary mar- 
gin. But some dealers achieve lower costs than 
others. If there is unfair competition, federal 
and state anti-trust laws can punish it. There is 
not the slightest need to let manufacturers or 
merchants conspire to suppress competition. 

We trust that the Senate will again, and al- 
ways, protect Missouri from this assault on its 
free-enterprise tradition and raid on its citizens’ 
pockets. 
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How to Win : a Cold War 


Can cold wars be ended, or de they go on so0 
long as the adversaries have lung power and 
printer’s ink? Discouraged by current Russian 
vituperation, many an American will welcome 
John Foster Dulles’ assurance that victory can 
be won on this field, too. 

The basic fact to Mr. Dulles’ mind is that 
neither Russia nor the United States wants a 
shooting war. Therefore he believes that we 
should avoid provocative saber-rattling and con- 
centrate on the real issue. The Russian state, 
he believes, has satisfied its ambitions, but not 
so the Communist party which believes it has a 
world mission. The party, however, prefers to 
use the weapons in whose use it believes itself 
to be most expert—propaganda and penetration. 

Still, it is not getting very far with them 
among Western Europeans. They do not want to 
give up their freedom. They are willing to work 
and to make sacrifices for it. So it is up to the 
United States to extend that practical friendship 
which will help them to overcome the conditions 
which Communism capitalizes. America must 
fight with food and fuel, with ideas and ideals to 
kill the Communist party’s hopes. and chances. 
As Mr. Dulles told the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee yesterday, our first practical idea in 
this arena is the Marshall plan. 

Once this ideological battle is won, a new 
phase of peace-making will begin. This will be 
fruitful, Mr. Dulles believes, even if it will not 
banish all struggle from the world. Rivalries, 
however, will be reducedto a normal, reasonably 
friendly level. As he said: 


Proletarian dictatorship and western de- 
mocracy probably will still compete. But 
the tempo of that competition will be slowed 
down. It may take the form of each trying 
to show that it is better able to meet human 
needs. Such a state of affairs could be good 
for us and the world, The western powers 
have, perhaps, held unchallenged supremacy 
longer than was healthy. Competition is 
good, provided its methods are decent and 
tolerable. A competitive peace can be better 
than any we have known in modern times. ‘ 
Is Mr. Dulles’ argument, one wonders, as wel-

With the two-state metropolitan area bill now 
passed unanimously by the Missourl Senate, 
there is every reason to believe the measure soon 
will be sent to Gov. Donnelly. All the bill lacks 
now is House concurrence in two minor Senate 
amendments. Since both amendments are in 
order (increase in the Missouri membership from 


three to five and authorization for state funds), 


the House should lose no time in accepting the 
changes. 

Once this bill is law, the Missouri side of the 
St. Louis metropolitan area can go to work with 
the Illinois side in the development of plans for 
the orderly and efficient growth of the whole 
region.

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To Learn Rail Safety Rules 


.In its decision to conduct classes in safety 
rules more often, the Missouri Pacific is making 
use of one of the lessons it learned from the 
Otterville tragedy. 

The Sedalia hearings revealed that one of the 
train. crew in that wreck had not attended a 
rules quiz class in more than three years. Oth- 
ers admitted they were not up on the rules. 

The conclusions to be drawn from the evidence 
are clear. The train crews needed more study 
of the rules, and more awareness of the impor- 
tance of following them, implicitly, The man- 
agement needed to require more study, and to 
examine the men more closely about their knowl- 
edge,

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Kinney E Bill Defects 


In a new attack on the 19-month deadlock, 
Senator Michael Kinney of St. Louis and three 
other State Senators: offer a new small-loan 
formula amounting to 24 per cent interest a 
year. On three scores, it is not a satisfactory 
solution. * 

1, By quoting rates as “discounts,” and adding 
to that a complicated “service fee,” the bill 
would leave most borrowers in the dark about 
what they were paying. The law which expired 
in 1946 provided a single charge stated in simple 
interest, and was superior in this respect. 

2. The new bill allows a uniform interest rate 
up to $400. Yet the loan industry admits—and 
contends—that administrative costs tend to be 
the same, regardless of amount borrowed. In- 
terest rates should begin to taper down at $100 
or so, as the old law did. Without such reduc- 
tion, larger borrowers will be overcharged. 

3. Twenty-four per cent is little reduction from 
the 26 per cent bill Gov. Donnelly vetoed last 
year. On a $400 loan, the Kinney rate is sub- 
stantially higher than the rate vetoed in 1946— 
and actually higher than the rate in legal force 
under the old law. |

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Why Schools Need U. S. Aid

The fountainhead of our democracy, ele- 


mentary and secondary school education, is 
drying up at the source. Many states and 
local communities cannot provide the funds 
to support their schools adequately. 
Realism demands that we face the eco- 
nomic fact that there are wide variations 
in the wealth and income of different 


states and school districts throughout the 
country.* Figures 


show that the best- 
financed school sys- 
tems in 1939-40 spent 
$6000 or more per 
classroom and the 
poorest-financed sys- 
tems spent less than 
$100 per classroom, 
This is a variation 
of 60 to 1, 


We are confronted 
with a situation in » 
which it is not pos- George D. Aiken 
sible for available or potential state and 
local tax resources in many school dis- 
tricts to provide sufficient funds, The only 
feasible solution is Federal aid to schools. 

The welfare of the Republic demands 
that the Federal Government must assume 
the responsibility of seeing that all Amer- 
ican children and youth have an opportu- 
nity for a certain minimum of education. 
This can be done by providing Federal as- 
sistance for at least a minimum expendi- 
ture in school districts. 


A Constitutional Mandate 


: Siiggestion at Federal aid to education 
promptly raises’ two questions: 

First, if the Federal Government assumes 
part of the cost of maintaining our schools, 
will not the Federal Government insist 
upon dominating state educational systems? 

The second question which naturally fol- 
lows is, if educagfon is largely a local and 
state responsibility, wherein lies the re- 
sponsibility of the Government for sharing 
in the cost of maintaining functions of goy- 
ernment over which it has no control? 


Let~us first examine the secdnd ques- 
tion, The Federal Government’s revenue 
resources haye increased at a much great- 
er rate than have the sources of revenue 
within states. Under the Constitution, the 
Federal Government is authorized to levy 
taxes to provide for the general welfare. 
Education is included in this category. 

It is recognized also that the Federal 
Government has a stake in education for 
reasons of national security. During World 
War II we found to our sorrow and to our 
cost that failure to provide an adequate 
minimum education for all its youth in 
some states placed an additional burden 
upon all the rest. 


An Economic Asset 


The cost to the Army of undertaking to 
teach grown men to read and write so that 
they could fulfill some useful role in the 
service was about $175 per month per man. 
These men could have received that in- 
struction in school for $100 a year. 

Furthermore, an education is an economic 
asset which cannot be lost in times of ad- 
versity, It offers the one best hone that 
underprivileged children and the children 


of minority groups have for scaling the 
ladder of opportunity. 


Inasmuch as 60 per cent of the people 
of America are not living in the states 
where they it must follow that 
an uneducated peraon from one atate may 
become a drag on progress and a financial 
liability in times of adversity in another 
state where he happens to reside.

As to the first question—the fear of some 
that Federal assistance would mean Fed- 
eral domination of our public school sys- 
tem-—I would point out that such domina- 
tion cannot be achieved without consent of 
the Congress and that the Congress is not 
likely to give that consent. 


Bill Before Senate 


During the first session of the Eightieth 
several bills 
which would provide some degree of Fed- 
eral aid to education, As chairman of the 
subcommittee on education of the Senate 
Labor and Public Welfare Committee, I 
conducted hearings on these bills. 

The bill, S. 472, which, as amended, was 
reported out of the Senate education sub- 


Congress, were introduced 


committee and later approved by the full 
Committee on Labor and Public Welfare, 
provides that the administration of educa- 
tion and the control of school systems must 
be left completely within the states, 

The bill authorizes an annual appropria- 
tion of $300,000,000 which would provide a 
flat amount of $5 per child between the 
ages of 5 and 17 years in all states, plus 
additional amounts which would be grant- 
ed to the poorer states on the basis of a 
formula provided in the bills. 


The bill also requires states to distribute > 


Federal.funds so as to guarantee an ex- 
penditure of not less-than $50 per pupil in 
average daily attendance in all local school 
districts. There is no prohibition against 
the state spending more than this amount. 
Private Schools’ Role 

The quéstion of whether Federal funds 
might be used by a state to provide assist- 
ance to any private school generated con- 
siderable heat in committee hearings, par- 
ticularly among witnesses representing 
various church groups, As a matter of fact, 
19 states now permit the expenditure of 
their own funds by school officials for di- 
rect or indirect assistance to private 
schools, 


In states such as Maine and Vermont, it 
is only through a combination of private 
and public funds that many towns are en- 
abled to maintain high school facilities. 

The committee felt strongly that each 
state should, within the limits of the Con- 
stitution, be permitted to determine for it- 
self the manner in which its public school 
funds should be expended.

MULTIPLE-FACTOR ANALYSI/S, by L. Ll. Thurstone, 
(University of Chicago Press, Chicago.) 


This impressive work of scholarship is a 
development and expansion of Prof. Thur- 
stone's previous “Vectors of Mind,” which 
commanded the respect of all students of 
mental measurement, Both books are con- 
cerned with the matrix theory, which is 
the mathematical foundation of factor 
analysis, and accordingly presume an ad- 
vanced knowledge of analytical geometry 
and calculus. 

As a statistical analysis of psychologica} 
data,. Thurstone, whose findings are based 
on more than a decade of research in the 
Psychometric Laboratory of the University 
of Chicago, has unquestioningly made a con- 
tribution to knowledge. It is regrettable 
that the subject is necessarily erudite. 

Nevertheless, its effects should be reae 
sonably far-reaching. Factor analysis, pre- 
viously a tool chiefly of psychologists, is 
increasingly penetrating the other sciences, 
notably meteorology and sociology. Hence, 
while psychologists will be the main bene- 
ficiaries of this research, all exploratory 
sciences should benefit and feel the ime 
pact of this approach to the identification 
of the components of intelligence,

Time for Common Sense | 


An Open Letter to The Congress of The United § tates 


In the next few days the Congress will be asked to consider legislation to extend the shutdown of American 
distillers. Since this involves an industry which pays annually more than two and a half billion dollars in 
taxes, and employs directly and indirectly more than two million American workers, we think it might be 
useful .for you and for the public to have some of the facts about the recent voluntary 60-day shutdown. 


Schenley entered into the voluntary agreement and has lived up to its 
obligations 100 per cent. 

Some American distillers did not shut down. 

The Canadian distillers did not shut down. 

The British distillers did not shut down. 

No other country in the world closed its distilleries. 

For the announced purpose of providing food for hungry people in 
Europe, the shutdown has been an absolute, costly, and utter failure. 

The purpose of our government was to save wheat. We believe that not 
only was there no saving of wheat, but that wheat was actually lost. 

The distilling industry uses practically no wheat. The actual figure is 
less than one thousandths of one per cent of the total wheat crop. 

This industry uses principally corn, some rye and some barley malt. Most 
of this grain, if not so used, would ordinarily be fed to animals, 

Normally, we use about 2 per cent of the total corn crop. 

It was estimated by the President’s Food Committee that. the 60- -day shut- 
down would save approximately ten million bushels of grain, but actually 
little or nothing was saved because in the process of distilling we return to the 
farmer feeds for poultry, hogs, dairy cattle and beef cattle which in the opinion 
of experts have an equal or greater feeding value than the grain we used. 

We take out only the starch. We save all the protein and oil and add 
yeast. The resulting products are rich in protein, vitamins, amino acids and 


other feed values.

We are convinced that the final result is this—if a farmer has ten bushels 
of grain and sells us two bushels for distilling, and then feeds the eight 
bushels which he kept and the residue which we return to him, he will get 
as much added weight in feeding his animals as he would have achieved if 
he had fed them the original ten bushels. 

We think he actually gets more. 

Suffice it to say that the benefits of a balanced diet have been proved over 


and over again for both animals and human beings. 


Our own Department of Agriculture, in numerous bulletins, has published 
many formulas for the use of distillers feeds to balance animal diets. 

We admit, frankly, that the exact percentage of feeding value which we 
return to the economy is debatable. 

You may think that instead of being more, it is even as much as fifty 
per cent less. Let’s assume that you sincerely believe that the Luckman plan 
saved five million bushels of corn, or less than one tenth of one per cent of 


the total grain availab 


le. 


But it wasn’t corn the government wanted fo ship abroad. It was wheat. 
We knew that our feeds would add weight to cattle, but the government 
apparently was not interested in getting more meat. Now the Secretary of 
Agriculture tells the country that we are faced with a terrible meat shortage. 
It does get a little confusing, doesn’t it, gentlemen? 
In addition, we think they lost more wheat than they thought they saved. 
When the farmer doesn’t get our feed do you honestly believe he is going 
to let his poultry and hogs and cattle starve? - 
And maybe this particular farmer hasn’t any corn. Wis he has wheat. 
So he feeds the wheat to the chickens and hogs and cattle—and it was wheat 


that we wanted in the 


first place to ship to Europe. 


The government of every country in the world, except our own, has 


adopted the principle that distilling takes nothing away from* the’ food 
economy. This is proved by the fact that none of these governments have 
shut down their distilleries. Surely they are not purposely taking food out of 
the mouths of starving people. 

England is running at capacity; Canada is running at capacity; eleven 
countries which have submitted their needs under the Marshall plan, have 
asked for grain for distilling and brewing. 

Even assuming that the shutdown saved a few million dollars worth of 
corn, let’s see what it cost: 

It completely dislocated an industry which pays to the Federal and State 
governments more than two and one-half billion dollars a year in taxes. 

It threw thousands of American workers out of work. We know because 
we alone kept more than one thousand on full pay. 

It increased the price of the neutral grain spirits now in storage in the 
United States more than 150 per cent. 

It opened the door wide for foreign distillers and foreign workers to take 
over the business of American distillers and the jobs of American workers. 

We admit that these are strong statements, but we will prove every one 
of them right up to the hilt. 

There is one other fact that ought to be clarified. The public was told 
that the stocks of whiskey in the U. S. were adequate—that we have over 
550 million gallons of whiskey. What we have, actually, is about 65 million 
gallons of whiskey in this country which is four years old or older. This is 
about one year’s supply. The rest is green whiskey not yet fit to drink. 
(Government figures show what is put away —not what is there after evapo 


ration and outage.) 
This is less aged whiskey per capita than in any distilling country on the 


whole face of the globe. 

Now you may well ask us why we agreed voluntarily to shut down whea 
we knew all of these facts and had communicated them to the Luckmaa 
committee. 

We assented because we were conscious of an obligation to the American 
people, who decided in 1933 that they would prefer to have a sound distill- 
ing industry with employment and taxes and government regulation instead 
of bootleggers, gunmen and rot-gut. They put that in our Constitution. 

So, when the call came to help hungry people, we wanted to contribute 
our share, heaped up and running over. We knew no grain would be saved, 
but when we were told that a great sacrifice on our part would be a tremen- 
dous psychological contribution for the purpose of securing assent from 
others to make comparable sacrifices, we agreed. . 

No other American industry was asked to make any comparable sacrifice. 

No other country asked its distillers to make any sacrifice. 

We think it is time for a little common sense. 

We think’ this whole question of the shutdown of distillers and the 
allocation of grain for restriction of production should be investigated by 
the Congress of the United States. Not in,an hour, not in a day but in 2 
full dress hearing with opportunity for all to be heard. Not just distillers, 
but the communities that are being ruined, the workers who are being thrown 
out of work and the farmers who have an interest in the feeding of their stock 
and the disposition of their products. . 

We believe that the public interest would be best served by full disclosure 


of all the facts in the full light of day.

It was known, however, that the 
commissioner believes that if peace 
could be restored, it would be a 
good thing for baseball, 

Chandler suspended for 
years a host of players who 
jumped their major league con- 
tracts to accept large sums to 
join teams in the Mexican League. 

From a source close to the com- 
missioner, it was learned that the 
outlawed players probably would 
he welcomed back into organized 
baseball without having to serve 
out their suspensions. 

Among the players who an- 
ewered the lure of big Mexican 
money a couple of seasons ago 
were pitchers Max Lanier and. 
Fred Martin of the St. Louis 
Cards: Lou Kline, second base- 
man for the same club; Mickey 
Owen, catcner, and Louis Olmo, 
outfielder, both from Brooklyn; 
and Nap Reyes, infielder, George 
Hausmann, second baseman, Dan- 
ny Gardella, outfielder, and pitch- 
er Ace Adams, all of the New 
York Giants.

You 
don’t realize how hard nice clean cloths are to 
come by. 

Maybe you do not know now. But you will be- 
fore you have found a clean dry cloth whose use 
in applying a liquid is duly authorized by that 
department of the household which keeps an 
eagle eye on the limited supply of the same.

THUS IT COMES about that, through sheer 
necessity, you will be tempted to use a cloth that 
either is not altogether clean or altogether dry. 
Thus, as likely as not, a spot will not be removed 
or something will not be made to shine and sur- 
faces which should come out smooth and bright 
will show a mass of streaks and smears. 

There will be little use taking your trouble to 
the manufacturer of the polish or cleaner. He 
will be little impressed by your explanation that 
you tried your best to use one but were overruled 
by a higher authority. 

There is little likelihood this almost daily 
preblem will be solved until some smart manu- 
fact rer comes along with a product you can 
apply wth anything you please, the dirtier and 
wetter the better.

LA CROSSE, Wis., Jan. 21. 
ALL, well-built Dr. James E. 
McLoone, leading ‘physician 
and surgeon in this Upper Mis- 

sissippi river town, arose wearily 
from the dinner table in his fash- 
ionable home the evening of Nov. 
14 and to his wife and five chil- 
dren sighed, “There’s just no rest 
for doctors. IT have to make a Call 
tonight out at St. Joseph’s Home 
for the Aged.” As his wife started 
to frown, the doctor thought for a 


moment and then hurriedly added, , 


“But I'll’ tell you what, honey. 
It’s now 7:30. I don’t think this 
case will take me too long. I'll be 
back at 9 and you and I will take 
in a movie. Okay?” A _ smile 
quickly replaced the frown on Mrs, 
McLoone’s face and she went out 
into the hallway to help her hus- 
band on with his overcoat, 

But at 9 o’clock, the hour of his 
date with his wife, the 49-year-old 
respected and wealthy doctor was 
found sprawled across the shoul- 
der of Highway 16 on the out- 
skirts of the city, three miles 
from his home. He was dead. 
Three bullets had been fired into 
his head, one into his right shoul- 
der. He was fully clothed. His 
wallet containing $110 and an ex- 
pensive wristwatch were undis- 
turbed, There was no weapon, no 
sign of a struggle. No automobile. 


There was no one around who had 
heard anything unusual, not even 
the customary “automobile back- 
fire” that later*turns out to be the 
fatal shots. Someone did say later 
he had seen a car stop in the 
vicinity and a man help another 
man out of the machine, but it 
was too dark to get a good look 
at the participants. Other than 
this and the fact the bullets were 
of .38 caliber, there was, it soon 
dawned on this shocked commu- 
nity, not a single clue leading to 
the identity of the slayer. And 
there was nothing found then or 
anything since that could suggest 
a motive for the murder. 

An investigator says, “We just 
don’t know wherd to turn any 
more since we've investigated all 
possible theories and got no- 
where.” And then with an at- 
tempt at wry humor, he added, 
“You might call this the case of 
the blank walls. Every line we've 
had .on this case has ended up 
against a blank wall.” 

About all that has been estab- 
lished is that Dr. McLoone, after 
treating an old patient of his for 
a nose ailment, left St. Joseph’s 
Home for the Aged in the east end 
of town at 8:15 o’clock. The pa- 
tient had called the doctor earlier 
in the day and simply asked him 
to drop out anytime he could that 
evening, precluding the possibility 
the slayer could have learned be- 
forehand the exact time when the 
doctor would ‘be there. An at-

McLoone enter his 1947 Chrysler 
club coupe at 8:15 p.m., and drive 
off iff the direction of his home.

found on the highway. Every- 
thing, was intact, There was no 
sign of a struggle in the car. Snow 
had started to fall at 9 p.m. the 
night of the murder but the tires 
and the street beneath the car 
was dry, Investigators don’t know 
what to make of this fact, whether 
the murderer lay in wait for Dr, 
McLoone in his car, killed him in 
the car and then drove it back 
to where it was found, or whether 
the doctor was forced to stop two 
blocks from his destinatidn and 
then made to get into another 
automobile. “If we’ve had one we 
must have had a half dozen ex- 
planations concerning the car,” 
says Coleman, “But one is good 
as another because we haven't 
found anyone who saw anything.”

McLoone may very well be cred- 
ited with a record as to the 
number of investigators. First, 
the city and county law en- 
forcement agencies joined. forces.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


H subiect had our say on the 
subject of cold floors, we now 
move on to discuss cold walls 
— a fine way to keep a house 
nice and cool during winter. 

Now about the best way to 
keep inner walls warm is to fill 
the space between the inner and 
outer wall with insulation. This, 
needless to say, costs money but 
is well worth it. 

For those who are a littl short 
of change this month, it will cer- 
tainly help matters if they ste to 
it that the air between the inner 
and outer wall is mottonless-——as 
we say in the trade—dead, Dead 
air happens to be a pretty good 
insulator and it’s dirt cheap, but 
if the air moves about it stops 
being an insulator and becomes a 
conductor of' heat. 

One way to keep the air be- 
tween the walls as quiet as a 
‘mouse is to cover the openings 
at the top and bottom of the 
wall. You should be able to get 
at the top from the attic and the 
bottom from the basement. 

Almost any material will do for 
this job of covering the wall open- 
‘ings, but it’s best to use some- 
thing that is fire-resistant, such 
as brick or cement, The reason 
is that this space between the 
wall surfaces makes a swell chim- 
ney in case of a fire in the base- 
ment, and by sealing it up with 
a fire-proof material you'll be giv- 
ing the house a little added fire 
insurance, 
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Economical Menus

ERHAPS we do ourselves no 
P harm by giving in to our egos 

and investing now and then in 
a tender, juicy, expensive cut of 
meat. But after the splurge, we 
must go searching for the most 
and best meat we can buy with 
the little money we have left. This 
of course need not be an unhappy 
come-down, It’s good business to 
inform ourselves about items 
among the less tender classes of 
meat and we must take time to 
look for these meats as well as 
allow enough time to cook them 
properly. 

All of the less tender meats re- 
quire long slow cooking in moist 
heat. They are made attractive 
by giving them a slow, deep 
browning — deep enough not to 
leach out in the cooking that 
follows, One of the secrets of 
retaining this desirable brown 
also develops the finest flavor 
possible. The trick is to use the 
smallest amount of water possible. 

The cooking utensil chosen for 
the cooking determines the 
amount of water required and the 
resulting flavor in the meat. A 
Dutch oven or a deep skillet or 
chicken fryer with a snug-fitting 
lid is perfect for such cooking.

Combine first six ingredients 
for stuffing. Wash hearts, and 
remove the valves and arteries. 
Fill hearts with dressing and 
skewer together using toothpicks 
and lacing together with string. 
Melt shortening in Dutch oven or 
deep skillet, add hearts and brown 
well on both sides, turning care- 
fully. Add one-half cup water, 
sprinkle with salt. Cover tightly 
and cook very slowly over low 
heat for about two and one-half 
hours or until very tender. Add 
one-fourth cup more water at the 
end of the first and the second 
hour or making one cup all to- 
gether. Remove hearts to hot 
platter, remove skewers and 
string. Keep hot, make gravy 
with drippings. Five servings.
